SAVANNAH, Ga., Janu. 13.--The pleas 
in abatement to indictments Nos. 476 
and 477 against Greene and Gaynor were 
read this morning soon after the con- 
vening of the Federal Court.

When Mr. Erwin concluded his argu- 
ment A. A. Lawrence of counsel for the 
ng arese to read a written reply. 
Then came a sensation. Judge Speer 
eaught language in the argument that 
be Construed as contenipt and prompt- 
iy fined Mr. Lawrence $100, 

Mr. Lawrence was arguing that 
,court had exceeded its rights in 
lappointment of the special jury com- 
| missioners, one of whom was T. F. 
Johnson, clerk of the court, and the 
other W. S. West of Valdosta, who has 
lately been engaged in a bitter politi- 
cal controversy with W. W. Osborne, 
Mr. Lawrence's law partner. The lan- 
guage of Mr. Lawrence .to which the 
Court took exception was as follows: 

‘ame circumstance alone in the case 

erves to illustrate more powerfully 
th wn iT can hope to do by words the pos- 
sibilities for wrong and injustice opened 
‘up by this extraordinary innovation 
into what we conceive to be the law of 
proceedure. It is a curious coincidence 
that in the ease at bar the Court, un- 
wittingly, of course, appointed as a jury 
commissioner a gentleman who was at 
that time and still is an open public 
and notoriously avowed enemy of the 
defendant's counsel. 

“Whether or not this has been to his 
prejudice in this particular case we 
are not prepared to say. : 

Judge Speer awaited Mr. Lawrence's 
conclusion of the passage and _ said: 

“Mr. Lawrence: Your remarks are ex- 
ceedingly improper and out of order. 
The court has no knowledge that he 
appointed as a jury commissioner who 
ut that time and still is an avowed 
enemy of one of defendants’ counsel. 
Hnter a fine of $100 against Mr. Law- 
rence for contempt of court. 

‘The gentleman appointed as commis- 
sioner as appointed is one of the most 
intelligent and upright men in South- 
western Georgia, a prominent member 
of the opposite politic al party to that 
to which the clerk belongs.

Mrs. Mary Almeda Leafgreen, in a de- 
cision handed down by Probate Judge 
Crews Saturday, is declared to have no 
legal title to any portion of the $600,000 
estate of Laclede J. Howard, wealthy 
firebrick manufacturer, who died in- 
testate April-4, 1908. Mrs. Leafgreen 
sued for a widow's share of the estate, 
alleging that she married Howard at

Attorney John J. O'Connor, represent- | 
ing Mrs. Leafgreen, said after the de-, 
cision that the case would be appealed | 
to Circuit Court. 

During the trial of the suit Harry B. 
Hawes, of counsel for the defense, said 
that the evidence in the case would 
probably be submitted to the grand 
jury. 

Her suit was filed May i2 last, Gar- 
rard Strode, then public administrator, 
being named as defendant. 

The case was long and stubborniy 
fought, members of the law firm of 
Johnson, Houts, Marlatt & Hawes rep- 
resenting Mr. Strode and Attorney John 
J. O’Connor appearing for Mrs. Leaf- 
green. 

The search for witnesses to refute the 
claim against the Hioward estate ex- 
tended across the continent. Mrs. Jo- 
sephine Thiele of St. Louis traveled 
$00 miles to identify Thomas Jefferson 
Miller, Mayor of Tumwater, Wash., as 
the “Charley Howard’ to whom Mrs. 
Leafgreen, then Mary Alimeda Moore, 
was inarried at Decatur after a short 
courtship at Palmer, Iil. 

The failure of Mrs. Leafgreen to prove 
that Laclede J. Howard, even then a 
wealthy capitalist, had any reason fer 
masquerading as an itinerant cigar 
maker at Palmer was regarded as a 
facally weak point in her case. 





Judge Condemns Her. 


In summing up his opinion, Judge 
Crews said: 

“Our laws are most 
courts zealous in protection of a 
rights. They accord her privileges and! 
immunities not granted ordinary ty | 
litigant. This generous spirit. of the law } 
should always be requited with an 
equa] degree of candor and good faith. 

“T cannot refrain from expressing the 
conviction that this claim has been 
prosecuted whoily without these quali- 
ties; that it is founded upon flimsy pre- 
texts, and unwarranted assault 
upon the the estate and 
upon the of an innocent 
child.” 

The child referred to is Marian Fran- 
ces Howard, 13-year-old daughter of Ia- 
clede J. Howard. Mrs. Howard, ‘who 
was Miss Helen Flad, daughter of Mrs. 
Caroline Flad. survived her husband 
only a few weeks. Mrs. Flad has been 
the child's guardian since May 22, 1903. 

The administration of the estate was 
carried on in the ordinary course, on 
the presumption that Laclede J. How- 
ard and Helen Howard were lawfully 
wedded. Judge Crews finds that this 
action was entirely justified. 

More than 60 witnesses were cxamined, 
The evidence showed that Mary Almeda 
of Palmer, Il., tnarried a man 
known to her as Charley Howard, but 
that he obtained the marriage license 
under the name of Henry Howard. 


Neighbor Her Nemesis,

sephine Thiele, who, by 4 strange fate, 
after a lapse of many years, became 
the Nemesis of Mrs. Leafgreen in St. 
Louis.

_. Under pressure of a public sentiment without precedent in the 
history of St. Louis, the City Council has passed a bill ordaining 
that a special election shall be held May 9, at which the people shall 
yote on nine provisions of an $11,000,000 bond: issue as a unit, the 
largest sum being $3,500,000 for a Municipal Free Bridge. 

The bill will have its first reading in the House of Delegates 
next Tuesday night. It is believed that the House will pass the bill 
within a month. It will then go to the Mayor for his approval. It 
Mayor Wells approves, the people of St. Louis will at last have the 
fate of the bridge arbitrary in their hands. 


Practically Ziebold Bill. 


-The bill passed by the Council, al- 
thoygh technically. known as the 
amended Wells bill, is practically iden- 
tical with the Ziebold bill, introduced 
by the free bridge advocates, which 
has been in pigeonholes of House and 
Council committees for several months. 

The final vote on the bil] stood 7 to 3.

Half an hour after the Council con- 
vened the bill, which was reperted by 
the Ways and Means Comnrittee at the 
last session before the Christmas holi- 
days, was read. Then a recess was 
taken that the Councilmen might de- 
cide on the amendments. 

During the recess rumors were circu- 
lated in the Council chamber that the 
Councilmen had disagreed again and 
that a half dozen amendments would 
be introduced which would cut the bill 
to pieces. The Council reconvened a 
few minutes before 5 o'clock. 

It was stated that the Council stood 
8 to 4 on the Free Bridge proposition 
and7toion the unit vote. It had been

Both the amendments were moved by 
Mr. Lesser.

Mrs. Roxie Bolgard, who sought a 
way in which she could take the place 
of her husband when he was arrested 
in August for bigamy, is at the City 
Hospital recovering from the effects of 
an attempt to take her life. 

She swailowed morphine Friday night 
in her room at 2027 Pine street, where 
she has been known as Rose Weaver 
since the arrest and conviction of her 
husband, who is serving a term in the 
Penitentiary at Chester, Ill. 

She has been despondent since her 
husband was sent to the Penitentiary, 
and has many times threatened to kill 
herself.

She also tried to get him released by 
declaring that she had never been mar- 
ried to him, but her willingness to sac- 
rifice her good name to get him out 
was of no availl. 

Previous to this she had offered to 
iet him live with his second wife tuo 
keep her from having him prosecuted, 
ard as he was out of work she agreed 
to help them to get along. 

She hired a lawyer to defend him 
when he was tried in the Circuit Court 
at Belleville, but he was convicted and 
sent to the Penitentiary. 

Mrs. Roxie Bolgard was formerly 
Miss Roxie Holbrook of . Salem, Mo, 
She waS married to Bolgard in Sep- 
tember, 1303. He married the other 
woman about a year ago. 

When her husband was on trial his 
first wife wanted to testify that she 
had never been divorced from a man 
she was married to before she married 
Bolgard, but was not permitted to do 
so because it would not have done the 
defendant any good.

James Gallagher, John Sweeney, Con- 
rad Hart, Frank Fitzgerald and Michael 
Donohue, all of St. Louis, arrested un- 
der exciting circumstances after Holwox 
Lewis had been attacked and robbery 
committed in his store at 2253 Missouri 
avenue, East St. Louis, were held for 
trial Saturday by Justice Stanton in $300 
bond. In default of bond they went to 
jail. Their cases are set for Monday. 
The charge is burglary and larceny. 

The five have been identified by Lewis 
and others. Oliver Stephens and Will- 
iam Miller, arrested at the same time, 
have not been identified as having been 
at the Lewis e¢tore, and charges of va- 
grancy will be placed against them. 

Six of the men were captured by De- 
tectives Dumphy and Yowell as they 
were making a dash in three peddler 
wagons for Pads bridge. The detectives 
headed them at Twelfth street and 
Broadway, and, with drawn revolvers, 
captured them. They were forced into 
fagon and Yowell compelled them, 
at the point of his revolver, to drive to 
the station. Dumphy hitched the other 
two wagons together and droye them 
to the station. 

Donohue visited the station later to 
learn what he could do for the others, 
and was identified by Lewis and ar- 
rested. 

When the-detectives, after a short 
pursuit Friday afternoon, saw the three 
wagons, Yowell ran out in front of the 
first and seized the horses’ bridles, 
turning them across the street so that 
the others could not cross. 

The men in the second wagon turned 
their horses sharply to one side of the 
road in an effort to get by, but the de- 
tective was too quick for them and 
they found themselves in a “pocket,” 
looking into the muzzle of Yowell’s re- 
volver.

interest. Attorneys-General may sometimes fail to 
compel individuals to tell the truth, but sooner or 
later the newspapers will reveal the whole of it. 
The newspaper is not as M. de Witte thinks, the 
master of the American people. But it is an indispens- 
able servant of the people, more indispensable, in- 
deed, as Jefferson believed, than President, Congress 


or court. 








If the law provided for service of subpenas by 
publication when a court’s officers are unable to 
personally serve witnesses, the arm of Justice would 
be strengthened. An advertisement inserted in 
every daily newspaper having a circulation 
equal to one-tenth the inhabitants of the 
city or county in which the needed witness 
resides would come to his notice without a 
shadow of doubt. He could not fail to have 
knowledge of it, and having knowledge, he should be 
considered in contempt if he fails to respond. H. 
Clay Pierce is aware that he has been called as a 
witness before a commissioner of the Supreme Court 
of New York City. and his failure to respond is 
contemptuous. A legal recognition of this theory of 


service on witnesses by publication, followed by the 


assessment of a penalty on his failure to respond, 


would compel him to. purge himself of contempt.

GARBAGE REDUCTION. 

The contract for the disposal of garbage offered by 
the Edson Reduction Co., appears to be fair to the 
city. It offers at least a basis for a fair plan of 
garbage reduction. 

The company proposes: 

1. To make a contract for fifteen years. 

2. To build without cost to the city a plant of 
capacity to reduce all garbage and dead animals. 

3. To dispose of this material in a satisfactory 
manner without cost to the city, provided the same 
is delivered at the plant. 

These are the essential points. It is further pro- 
vided that the city is to separate garbage, ashes 
and rubbage so that material for reduction shall be 
comparatively free from irreducible substances. Af- 
ter the expiration of one year, the city, by giving 
six months’ notice, has the right to purchase the 
plant at cost less 5 per cent depreciation per annum. 
Right of inspection is reserved to tle city, and in 
the event of purchase by thes city, values are to 
be determined by a board of arbitration. 

This is the plan which originated with the Civic 
Improvement League. In considering the question the 
Assembly cannot ignore it. If something better and 
more favorable to the city can be obtained, well and 
good. But nothing less favorable than this Edson 
proposal should be thought of. It marks the least 
that will be supported by public opinion.

The powers want the Sultan’s land and trading 
privileges within his dominions, and they being 
powers need not consult him because he is not a 





power. 

This is in pursuance of modern imperialistic 
ideas, which allows right only when there is might 
to support it. As the Moroccans have not might 
it follows that they have no right. The logic is 
plain and forcible. No man who thinks imperially 


will question it.
